In connection with my study of the assassination of President Kennedy, 

I an hereby requesting access to all material in the "public file" of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities concerning Lee Harvoy Oswald. 

Enclosed is a copy of a letter to the l&rren Commission from Kr, Edwin 
E. Mills, then Ciaiman of HUAC, dated February 3» 19^4, The second 
paragraph indicates that two copies of this file were provided to the 
Commission. By letters of November 10, 1971 and April 30, 1969, the National 
Archives has advised me that they have been unable to locate this file 
among the records of the Commission. (This docs not necessarily mean that 
it is not there; it may have simply boen misfiled.) 

Tho Archives has doclinod my request that they ask you to provide a 
replacement copy. (It is my position that they are obligated to do so under 
the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. 552.) Ihoy have, however, said 
that if you were to send them a copy at my request, with permission to make 
it available for research, they would grant access to me. 

If possible, please sond a copy of this material directly to me. Even 
if some of tho items in this file must be withhold from the public at this 
time , I am asking you to send tho entire file to the Archives where it can 
be subject to tho usual review procedures in the future.
